Agnew is “an affront to every tax­ 
payer in America,” Rep. John E. 
Moss, D-Calif., charged Wednesday. 
In a House speech Moss said that 
Agnew is being accompanied to 
California by a detail of from 12 to 21 
agents. He said he was unable to learn 
the exact number because the Secret 
Service said national security is in­ 
volved. 
Agnew went to California Wed­ 
nesday to attend an 80th birthday 
celebration for comedian Jack Benny 
and to visit his friend, singer Frank Si­ 
natra, in Palm Springs. 
Moss said he had obtained an opinion 
from Comptroller General Elmer B. 
Staats that the Treasury Department’s 
position that Agnew is entitled to the 
protection is untenable. 
The legality of the protection for 
Agnew, provided by order of President 
Nixon, was also recently questioned by 
the General Accounting Office. 
The GAO said that protection for 
Agnew from Oct. IO, when he resigned, 
through Dec. 15 cost $89,222. 
Moss said that at his request Staats 
is looking into ways that the spending 
of funds for Agnew’s Secret Service 
escort can be stopped and the money 
recovered.

President Nixon, back in the balmy 
Southland where he has found some of 
his most receptive audiences, plans his 
first stump speech of the year as part 
of a continuing effort to overcome his 
Watergate handicaps. 
Nixon was featured speaker today on 
the 
dedication 
program for 
a 
pioneering automated health care 
center at Cedars of Lebanon Hospital 
in Miami. Aides said he would plug his 
national health insurance proposal in 
this, his first public appearance out­ 
side Washington since last November. 
The President, staying at his home 
here for what is billed as a weekend 
business trip, will do more stumping 
Monday, joining Gov. George C. 
Wallace at Huntsville, Ala., for an 
Honor America Day rally. 
Mrs. Nixon, who was here with her 
husband and daughter Tricia Cox, told 
reporters in Washington Tuesday night 
that more trips are in the offing. She 
did not elaborate. 
Since Watergate problems overtook 
him nearly a 
year 
ago, 
Nixon 
periodically has been advised by some 
aides to travel and speak extensively 
throughout the country. Some have 
told him he should, in effect, campaign 
anew for president. 
This weekend’s foray into the South 
offered at least a tentative suggestion 
that he may consider a series of ap­ 
pearances in various sections. A 
spokesman said early this week the 
President will be scheduling speeches 
outside the South in the months ahead. 
Eschewing the rather Spartan travel 
arrangements — including a surprise 
flight on a commercial airliner — that 
marked his trip to California after 
Christmas, Nixon flew to Florida 
aboard Air Force One. He also used 
helicopters to ferry to and from the 
military airfields he used.

Invoking the Emergency Petroleum 
Allocation Act of 1973, federal energy 
chief William E. 
Simon directed 
service stations to treat all customers 
alike or be fined up to $5,000. 
Hartford, Conn. station operator 
Alex 
Rokycky 
said, 
“Simon’s 
guidelines are terrible. Our regular 


customers have been loyal to us for 
years. If we have to sell to strangers, 
our regular customers will have a 
grudge against us.” 


An officer of a Washington state 
service station association said his 
members were eager to see a gasoline 
price increase which they claim Simon 
promised them last December. 
Organizations representing about a 
third of California’s 22,000 service 
stations scheduled a meeting today to 
discuss the federal price freeze on 
profit margins. 


“We’re going to have to get some 
firm and decisive commitment from 
the federal government, or a large 
portion of the industry will just fail,” 
said Ray Ashwill, acting chairman of 
the California Coordinating Council of 
Service Station Associations. 
Wavne Gilbert, president of a 


Greenville, S.C. chapter of a dealers’ 
association, said unless the govern­ 
ment grants a two cents per gallon 
price increase by Friday, stations in 
his state will close down. 


Statewide shutdowns were also 
being talked about in Oregon and New 
York.

Officials Duel On Crisis 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
- 
Four 
months after the energy crisis ex­ 
ploded on the American scene, top 
administration officials suddenly 
cannot agree on what makes a crisis. 
Energy chief William E. Simon calls 
the crisis a long-term problem that will 
take years to solve. Budget Director 
Roy L. Ash says it is a short-term dif­ 
ficulty that will be ended this year, 
although problems will remain. 
“I use the same definition as the 
President uses,” Ash said Wednesday, 
noting that Nixon has promised to 
break the back of the energy crisis this 
year. 
A solution to the dispute over what 
makes a crisis probably will not put 
any more gas in anyone’s automobile, 
but it may determine whether the 
President can keep his promise. 
The definition of the energy crisis 
used by Simon’s Federal Energy 
Office was spelled out by Gerald L. 
Parsky, one of Simon’s top aides: 
“We think of the crisis as being in­ 
creasing reliance on foreign supply. 
That’s not going to be over by this 
year.” 
Ash concedes he does “define it a bit 
differently.” 
“I would define it as consequences 


that flowed from the elimination of 2 
million barrels of oil (daily) that came 
from the embargo” by Arab countries. 
He said the crisis will end by this 
definition because Americans will 
learn to live with 7 per cent less energy 
by the end of the year. 
The 7 per cent is the reduced amount 
of total energy needs resulting from 
the Arab oil embargo. 
Ash acknowledged there will be a 
long-term problem of helping the 
country become self-sufficient in 
meeting energy needs, but said this 
problem will not be of “crisis propor­ 
tions.” 
Simon said he thought that Ash was 
assuming the Arab oil embargo would 
be lifted in making his prediction of a 
1974 crisis end. 
But Ash said in a telephone interview 
his prediction holds true whether or 
not the embargo is lifted. “One should 
not plan to have that embargo lifted 
even though it is a proper hope,” he 
said. 
Simon and Ash both agreed the 
problems of long lines at gasoline 
stations probably would be over by the 
end of the year. 
They also indicated there wasn’t any 
basic disagreement between them — 
Coalition Offers 
To Enter Hearst 
Kidnaping Case 


BERKELEY, Calif. 
(AP) - A 
coalition of activist groups has offered 
to negotiate for the release of kidnaped 
newspaper heiress Patricia Hearst. 
The coalition is comprised of six 
groups named by the girl’s kidnapers, 
the Symbionese Liberation Army, to 
act as observers in a multi-million 
dollar food giveaway to California’s 
needy. The SLA has set the food 
distribution as a precondition to 
negotiating for the young woman’s 
release. 
Miss Hearst’s father, newspaper 
executive Randolph A. Hearst, said 
Wednesday he will try to comply at 
least in part with the kidnapers’ 
demands. But he said he did not see 
how he could meet the costs of such a 
program, which he said could go as 
high as $400 million. 


The coalition’s offer to negotiate 
followed a day-long meeting Wed­ 
nesday, the Rev. Cecil Williams told a 
news conference at his Glide Memorial 
Methodist church in San Francisco. 
The Glide church is among the six 
groups named by the SLA to act as 
observers. The others are the 
American Indian Movement (AIM), 
Black Teachers Caucus, Nairobi 
College of East Palo Alto, Calif., 
United Prisoners Union and National 
Welfare Rights Organization. 
Williams said the group’s offer was 
made independently, although several 
people had spoken with the Hearst 
family. 
Hearst, meanwhile, sought to assure 
his daughter and her captors, through 
a news conference, that he would do 
“everything in my power” to set up a 
limited food distribution program this 
week. 
But he expressed doubts about his 
ability to comply fully with the SLA’s 
request. 
“Obviously, I don’t see how I can 
meet a $400 million program,” he said. 
Hearst added, “What I am trying to 
say is that I believe the important 
thing for them to know is that I am 
going to do everything I can to comply 
with their demand, and if that’s not 
enough, I can’t help it. I’ve done 
everything I can do.” 
In an emotional news conference, 


the father told the 19-year-old girl, 
“Hang in there, honey.... The family 
will do everything we can to get you 
out.” 
Weeping softly at the side of her 
husband, Mrs. Hearst said in words 
also directed to Miss Hearst, “ I know 
God will bring you back.” 
Mrs. Hearst told newsmen she has 
received more than $1 million from 
well-wishers for her daughter’s 
release. 
The demand for $70 worth of food for 
each needy Californian was made in a 
letter received Tuesday from the 
Symbionese Liberation Army, whose 
members dragged the girl away from 
her apartment near the University of 
California on Feb. 4. 
The FBI called it the first political 
kidnaping in U.S. history. 
In a mailed letter the family 
received Tuesday through a radio 
station, the SLA said the food would be 
atonement from Hearst and his wife, 
Catherine, for the “suffering they have 
aided and profited from.” 
Hearst is president and editor of the 
San Francisco Examiner and chair­ 
man of the Hearst Corp. His wife is a 
member of the University of California 
Board of Regents. 
The letter said the food demand was 
a prerequisite to negotiations for 
release of the University of California 
art history sophomore. 
Later, in San Francisco, Charles 
Bates, the FBI agent in charge of the 
Hearst case, told newsmen he had 
doubts that compliance with the 
terrorist demands would win Miss 
Hearst her freedom. 
“I think the chances are good that 
one demand would follow another 
forever” and provoke other such 
abductions, he said. 
Bates said he was “confident Miss 
Hearst is alive, and I have no reason to 
think she won’t remain alive.” 
“I feel happy about how the in­ 
vestigation is proceeding,” Bates said, 
adding that he did not have “any one 
name or location.” He also said he had 
“nothing hard” to go on. 
Bates said the FBI had “a lot of 
information in this case. We have a 
pretty good idea who the SLA are and 
how they operate.”

“I think the great majority of women 
still believe in Valentine’s Day, the 
caring and the tenderness. I mean the 
women who are happy being wives and 
mothers,” said Thelma Solomon, 50, 
public relations director for Every 
Woman’s Village rn Van Nuys. 
The Village provides classes aimed 
at developing the creativity of men, 
women and children, but 75 per cent of 
its 1,700 students are women and their 
average age is 35-40.

NEW YORK - ‘‘When Should the 
Story Not be Reoorted” was one of the 
topics discussed at last week’s 
seminar of the Pittsburgh Com­ 
munications Foundation. The matter, 
so pertinent to these times, was 
debated during a round of meetings at 
the city ’s (PPC) Point Park College, 
and later at a dinner at the Pittsburgh 
Press Club, sponsored by WTAE-TV. 
It stirred some memories ot per­ 
sonally strangled stories. 
During World War II, the late great 
John Considine, who produced “Boy s 
Town’’ and other winners for MGM, 
asked me to visit Dannemora, the 
bleak upstate New York prison known 
to its generally case-hardened inmates 
as the “Siberia’’ of the state’s clinks. 
He was interested in making a film 
based on a chaplain who had managed 
to build — with the help of the convicts 
— a church on the prison grounds 
dedicated to Dismas, the “Good Thief’’ 
who was crucified beside CTirist on 
Calvary . 
Dannemora was about half-filled at 
the time. But when the warden took me 
for a ride around the prison reser­ 
vation I noticed a large building under 
construction. War-rationed steel 
girders were being laced together by 
busy welders and derricks. I asked 
him what was being built. 
“The new wing of cells,’’ the warden 
said. 
“But why ? You’re only about half­ 
filled now.’’ 
“Yeah,’’ he said, “but we gotta get 
ready for the guy s coming back when 
the war’s over.’’ 
After being sick for a bit, I decided 
not to write it. Axis Sally would have 
had a ball with that one. 
Then there was something Gen. 
Jonathan Wainwright told me when I 
was ghosting his memoirs as the 
highest ranking POW in American 
history . Every thing was going pretty 
well with the hero’s story . Our rapport 
was good. He had insisted that I call 
him “Skinny ,” and that he call me 
Bob. Inevitably , we got to the point 
where he had to describe what it was 
like to be beaten in a Japanese prison 
camp. 
Tears began rolling down his cheeks 
(and mine, too) as he recalled a 
slugging he had undergone at the 
hands and fist of a Japanese sentry , 
one night as he returned to his hard 
board bed after going to the latrine. 
“I was determined not to fall down in 
front of that fellow,” Skinny recalled. 
“But a right to my jaw knocked me 
into the dirt at his feet.” 
When I could summon the courage, I 
asked him what thoughts went through 
his mind as he lay there in the dirt. 
Skinny took a handkerchief out of his 
khaki shirt pocket, dusted his ey es and 
blew a great blast through his nose. 
Then he sat up straight in his chair, 
like a West Point plebe.

“I’ll tell y ou what went through my 
mind, Mr. Considine,” he said loud, 
clear and crisp. “A private should

Another one I didn’t write, for­

MacArthur said at the end of a sorely 
frustrating luncheon at his home in 
Toky o when his forces had been*driven 
down into the Pusan area in the early 
stages of the Korean War. All he 
wanted to talk about during the 2-hour 
lunch was sports. It was a monologue I 
couldn’t break into, a nightmarish 
experience for the only reporter at his 
table. 
Finally upon being ushered out, I 
blurted something to the effect that I 
had just been in Korea and had seen 
his forces being pushed closer and 
closer to the sea — and what the hell 
did he expect to do about the calamity ?

NEW YORK (AP) - Take note of 
the word “petrodollar.” You’ll be 
hearing a lot more about this specie 
and its power for good or evil. 
“There is almost as much concern 
with where the petrodollars will flow 
as with where the petroleum will 
flow,” said an executive vice president 
of Morgan Guaranty Trust at a recent 
investment forum in London. 
The petrodollar, as you may have 
surmised, is a product of the vastly 
increased oil revenues of the oil ex­ 
porting countries. Where it goes and 
what it does is now of extreme impor­ 
tance to all the world’s industrial 
nations. 
Money experts surmise that much of 
these revenues will be converted to 
dollars and gold and redirected to a 
wide range of capital needs in both the 
industrial and less developed nations. 
But they can be used also in a 
speculative way that could disrupt 
world monetary harmony. There are 
likely to be so many petrodollars that 
investment opportunities might be 
insufficient to quickly absorb them. 
The fact is that the nations of the 
Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries — OPEC — will soon be the 
recipients of such an enormous 
transfer of wealth that they won’t be 
able to accommodate it. 
The total of OPEC revenues from oil 
is expected to reach somewhere 
between $80 billion and $105 billion this 
year. But, com ments the Chase 
Manhattan Bank’s economic group: 
“The capacity of these oil producers 
to absorb goods and services is thought 
unlikely to exceed $30 billion to $35 
billion, leaving a whopping unspent 
surplus of $50 billion to $70 billion.” 
It is this unspent surplus that 
worries world monetary authorities, 
who for years have had to deal with the 
disruptive 
effects 
of 
currency 
speculations, mainly because of a 
currency called Eurodollars. 
Eurodollars are U.S. dollars cir­ 
culating abroad, stranded there after 
the United States ended convertibility. 
Time after time they became the 
medium of currency speculation that

There are now about $110 billion of 
Eurodollars circulating, a sizable sum 
by any measure. But in just two years 
this figure could be exceeded by petro­ 
dollars. 
One solution to the problem would be 
for the oil producing nations to cut 
back on production, and thus earn 
sm aller revenues. But the con­ 
sequences to the world would be even 
more disruptive if this were done. 
Another is to help the OPEC nations 
find an outlet for their newly acquired 
wealth.

For almost ten years now, this 
government has been trying to 
literally give away the Panama Canal, 
and once again, the prospects of this 
absurdity actually happening are 
coming closer to fulfillment. 


According to the most recent 
developments, Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger is on the verge of 
signing an agreement with Panama 
surrendering and giving up U.S. 
sovereignty over the Canal Zone and 
the Panama Canal. What is even more 
ridiculous is that the U.S. is also 
reportedly

drastically the token annuity it pays to 
Panama for the canal from the figure 
of somewhat more than $1 million to 
over $20 million. 


I am unalterably opposed to such 
folly for obvious economic reasons and 
for the more subtle effects this will 
have on our international relations and 
defense posture. 
Seventy years ago, American dollars 
purchased the land and built the canal 
to the tune of some $144 million with 
the complete complicity of the 
Panamanian government. In fact, a 
treaty between the U.S. and Panama 
in 1903 gave our country the canal in

As is the case with most countries 
under Uncle Sam’s foreign aid um­ 
brella, Panama has done rather well 
economically by us.

All of this together has helped to give 
Panama the highest per capita income 
of all the liatin American nations. As is 
the case with most countries under 
Uncle Sam’s foreign aid umbrella, 
however, Panama wants more. It 
wants the whole canal and wants to 
charge us more to use it. 
I’ve opposed foreign aid ever since 
I ’ve been in Congress precisely 
because of the results like this which it 
tends to produce. We’ve never been 
able to “ buy” friends with it; we’ve 
never realistically improved our in­ 
ternational position and goodwill by it; 
and the American Taxpayers don’t 
have the money to waste on ineffective 
programs which evidently do more 
harm than good. 
Giving away the Panama Canal will 
seriously jeopardize our national 
defense and trade. Retention of the 
canal is vital to the continuation of our 
two-ocean navy. How can we be 
assured that the current government 
will allow us to continue to use it? The 
current regime in Panama came to 
power by overthrowing the last con­ 
stitutionally elected government of 
Panama. I am not so sure it is not the 
kind that wouldn’t take a lesson from 
the Arab oil embargo and close the 
canal until it forced the U.S. into other 
concessions. What is to stop it from the 
same type of international blackmail? 
Furthermore, I do not see the sense 
in handing this canal over to a country 
which is so unstable politically that 
since 1904 it has had 59 changes of 
government. Most American lending 
companies wouldn’t give a dime to a 
business operation with that kind of 
turnover, yet the State Department 
under the guise of bettering world 
relations wants to hand over a 53-mile, 
multi-million dollar canal to Panama 
and then pay the country $20 million a 
year to let us use it! 
The only way I can see that im­ 
proving international goodwill is by 
giving everybody else in the world a 
good laugh to see that the joke is once 
again on us. 
There is a way to prevent this in the 
Congress. Any treaty giving away the 
Panama Canal must meet with 
Congressional approval. That should 
prove considerably more difficult to 
the State Department than offering 
U.S. property for free to other coun­ 
tries.

rainfall and a push toward allout farm 
production this year have increased 
chances for another dustbowl in the 
southern plains, according to a 
government survy. 
The U.S. Soil Conservation Service 
said Tuesday that as of January 1 
more than 6.6 million acres in a 10- 
state area from Texas to Montana 
were “ in a condition to blow.” That 
was a 73 per cent increase for potential 
wind-damaged land from a year 
earlier, the agency said. 
And during the last two months of 
1973 nearly 1.2 million acres actually 
were damaged by wind, more than 
tripled from November-December, 
1972. 
Most of the land actually damaged 
by wind erosion last November and 
December was in Texas, 946,952 acres. 
A year earlier wind erosion there was 
reported on 124,220 acres. 
“ Rainfall in the Texas high plains 
has been far below normal this fall and 
winter. Soil profiles are dry,” the 
report said. 
A sharp increase also was indicated 
in South Dakota, which showed 
damage to 93,389 acres, compared with 
24,240 a year earlier. 
Other states reporting increased 
damage were Colorado, Kansas and 
Oklahoma. Damage was down in 
Montana, Nebraska, North Dakota, 
Wyoming and New Mexico, the report 
said. No figures were given for those 
states.

Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
predicted today Americans will not be 
short of food in this century but 
cautioned that farmers must be 
allowed profitable prices and outlets to 
world markets.

operation of the canal itself (which we 
built, mind you) by 1971 totalled $168 
million. 
All of this together has helped to give 
Panama the highest per capita income 
of all the Latin American nations. As is 
the case with most countries under 
Uncle Sam’s foreign aid umbrella, 
however, Panama wants more. It 
wants the whole canal and wants to 
charge us more to use it. 
I’ve opposed foreign aid ever since 
I ’ve been in Congress precisely 
because of the results like this which it 
tends to produce. We’ve never been 
able to “ buy” friends with it; we’ve 
never realistically improved our in­ 
ternational position and goodwill by it; 
and the American Taxpayers don’t 
have the money to waste on ineffective 
programs which evidently do more 
harm than good. 
Giving away the Panama Canal will 
seriously jeopardize our national 
defense and trade. Retention of the 
canal is vital to the continuation of our 
two-ocean navy. How can we be 
assured that the current government 
will allow us to continue to use it? The 
current regime in Panama came to 
power by overthrowing the last con­ 
stitutionally elected government of 
Panama. I am not so sure it is not the 
kind that wouldn’t take a lesson from 
the Arab oil embargo and close the 
canal until it forced the U.S. into other 
concessions. What is to stop it from the 
same type of international blackmail? 
Furthermore, I do not see the sense 
in handing this canal over to a country 
which is so unstable politically that 
since 1904 it has had 59 changes of 
government. Most American lending 
companies wouldn’t give a dime to a 
business operation with that kind of 
turnover, yet the State Department 
under the guise of bettering world 
relations wants to hand over a 53-mile, 
multi-million dollar canal to Panama 
and then pay the country $20 million a 
year to let us use it! 
The only way I can see that im­ 
proving international goodwill is by 
giving everybody else in the world a 
good laugh to see that the joke is once 
again on us. 
There is a way to prevent this in the 
Congress. Any treaty giving away the 
Panama Canal must meet with 
Congressional approval. That should 
prove considerably more difficult to 
the State Department than offering 
U.S. property for free to other coun­ 
tries.

Food Push 
May Bring 
Dustbowl 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Scant 
rainfall and a push toward about farm 
production this year have increased 
chances for another dustbowl in the 
southern plains, according to a 
government survy. 
The U.S. Soil Conservation Service 
said Tuesday that as of January I 
more than 6.6 million acres in a 10- 
state area from Texas to Montana 
were “ in a condition to blow.” That 
was a 73 per cent increase for potential 
wind-damaged land from a year 
earlier, the agency said. 
And during the last two months of 
1973 nearly 1.2 million acres actually 
were damaged by wind, more than 
tripled from November-December, 
1972. 
Most of the land actually damaged 
by wind erosion last November and 
December was in Texas, 946,952 acres. 
A year earlier wind erosion there was 
reported on 124,220 acres. 
“ Rainfall in the Texas high plains 
has been far below normal this fall and 
winter. Soil profiles are dry,” the 
report said. 
A sharp increase also was indicated 
in South Dakota, which showed 
damage to 93,389 acres, compared with 
24,240 a year earlier. 
Other states reporting increased 
damage were Colorado, Kansas and 
Oklahoma. Damage was down in 
Montana, Nebraska, North Dakota, 
Wyoming and New Mexico, the report 
said. No figures were given for those 
states.

Agriculture Secretary Earl L. Butz 
predicted today Americans will not be 
short of food in this century but 
cautioned that farmers must be 
allowed profitable prices and outlets to 
world markets. 
“ Farmers respond to prices,” Butz 
said. “ Strong crop prices in late 1972 
and early 1973 were an effective in­ 
centive for farmers to produce record 
crops. If prices had not been allowed to 
increase to reflect growing demand, 
then increased production clearly 


would not have come forth as it did.” 
Butz’s remarks were in a speech 
prepared for a seminar sponsored by 
the Governor’s Council on Agriculture. 
Citing U.S. farm production gains 
the past 25 years, Butz said there is 
large potential for further gains in the 
future. 
Butz said “ there will be no shortage 
of flour” as the result of a currently 
tight wheat supply if markets are 
allowed to operate freely. He has 
frequently spoken out against export 
controls and other federal curbs.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A pitch is 
being made in the 110th General 
Assembly fo r the third sessio n in a ro w 
to put the state o f Ohio o n annual 
budg ets, rather than hav e it balance 
the bo o ks o nce ev ery two y ears. 
The chance such a bo o kkeeping 
chang e will be made seems a bit 
brig hter this time, but ho peful spo n­ 
so rs still are waiting to see what 
po sitio n will be taken by the adminis­ 
tratio n o f Go v . J o hn Gillig an. 
J o hn Olsen, directo r o f the Office o f 
Budg et and Manag ement, to ld the 
Senate Finance Co mmittee that the 
pro po sal is being studied and that a 
reco mmendatio n may be made so o n. 
Olsen, as well as so me o f the co m­ 
mittee members, hav e reserv atio ns 
abo ut the idea o f annual budg ets that 
stem primarily fro m the additio nal 
perso nnel that pro bably wo uld be 
needed to implement the chang e and 
keep it g o ing . 
Ohio ’s current budg et, which co v ers 
the perio d fro m J uly 1, 1973, thro ug h 
J une 30, 1975, pro v ides fo r spending 
abo ut $10 billio n. 
Fo r the nex t biennium a g o o d g uess 
is that the budg et will hit $11.5 billio n. 
A budg et rev iew co mmittee and 
ano ther panel that deals with pro g ram 
efficiency at present are the o nly 
leg islativ e checks o n state spending 
that fig ures o ut at mo re than $13 
millio n a day . 
“ That’s no t eno ug h,” said Sen. 
Ro nald M. Mo ttl, D-24 Parma, spo nso r 
o f the annual budg ets bill fo r the 
seco nd straig ht sessio n. 
“ If we are g o ing to hav e meaning ful 
annual sessio ns then we’re g o ing to 


hav e to hav e annual budg ets.” 
Mo ttl g iv es sev eral arg uments fo r 
his bill, including the fact that the 
federal g o v ernment o perates o n an­ 
nual budg ets. 
“ We co uld take adv antag e o f federal 
funds annually ,” Mo ttl said. “ That’s 
so mething we do n’t do no w.” 
Ohio ranks last amo ng the states in 
its share o f federal funds. 
The Clev eland lawmaker a lso 
po inted o ut that 30 o ther states, alo ng 
with fo ur no n-state U.S. jurisdictio ns, 
no w hav e chang ed to annual budg ets. 
Mo ttl g iv es o ther reaso ns fo r his 
stand:

ability to make co rrectio ns and ad­ 
justments mo re quickly , g rea ter

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A pitch is 
being made in the 110th General 
Assembly for the third session in a row 
to put the state of Ohio on annual 
budgets, rather than have it balance 
the books once every two years. 
The chance such a bookkeeping 
change will be made seems a bit 
brighter this time, but hopeful spon­ 
sors still are waiting to see what 
position will be taken by the adminis­ 
tration of Gov. John Gilligan. 
John Olsen, director of the Office of 
Budget and Management, told the 
Senate Finance Committee that the 
proposal is being studied and that a 
recommendation may be made soon. 
Olsen, as well as some of the com­ 
mittee members, have reservations 
about the idea of annual budgets that 
stem primarily from the additional 
personnel that probably would be 
needed to implement the change and 
keep it going. 
Ohio’s current budget, which covers 
the period from July I, 1973, through 
June 30, 1975, provides for spending 
about $10 billion. 
For the next biennium a good guess 
is that the budget will hit $11.5 billion. 
A budget review committee and 
another panel that deals with program 
efficiency at present are the only 
legislative checks on state spending 
that figures out at more than $13 
million a day. 
“ That’s not enough,” said Sen. 
Ronald M. Mottl, D-24 Parma, sponsor 
of the annual budgets bill for the 
second straight session. 
“ If we are going to have meaningful 
annual sessions then we’re going to

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have to have annual budgets.” 
Mottl gives several arguments for 
his bill, including the fact that the 
federal government operates on an­ 
nual budgets. 
“ We could take advantage of federal 
funds annually,” Mottl said. “ That’s 
something we don’t do now.” 
Ohio ranks last among the states in 
its share of federal funds. 
The Cleveland lawmaker also 
pointed out that 30 other states, along 
with four non-state U.S. jurisdictions, 
now have changed to annual budgets. 
Mottl gives other reasons for his 
stand:

DETROIT (AP) — Profits for the 
nation's Big Three auto makers have 
dwindled to 3.6 per cent of sales under 
the impact of inflation, declining de­ 
mand for big cars, price controls and 
the energy crisis. 
The auto makers sold $18 billion 
worth of cars, trucks and other goods 
in the final quarter of 1973, with 
earnings of $648 million. The gross was 
up slightly from $17.6 billion in the last 
quarter of 1972, but profits then totaled 
$991 million. 
The fourth-quarter decline came at 
the end of a record-earnings year for 
General Motors and Ford and a growth 
year for Chrysler. 
Top auto executives say the first half 
of 1974 probably won’t show much 
improvement over the end of 1973, but 
they predict some recovery by the end 
of the year. 
Ford, which released its 1973 
earnings report Tuesday, showed the 
most drastic fourth-quarter profits 
drop. But Ford said it is now in the 
strongest position in the small-car 
market.

Riehley, angered over use of his 
employes by the state Democratic 
party, has issued a ban on political 
activities in his department, an au­ 
thoritative source said today. 
The source, who did not want to be 
identified, said Riehley has sent a 
letter to his top assistants in the 
central and district offices plus state 
party headquarters. 
The source quoted Riehley as 
writing that "under no circumstances 
could state employes of the depart­ 
ment be involved directly or in­ 
directly, voluntarily or involuntarily 
on personal time or state time in any 
violation of the federal (Campaign 
Practices) act and that in the future no 
state employes would be involved in 
any political activity.” 
He said Richley’s letter ‘said em­ 
ployes should not even be contacted 
about political activities “ because of 
the uncertainty of the application and 
the meaning of the federal law.” 
The source said Riehley concluded, 
"Please instruct your staff and em­ 
ployes of these conditions and under no 
circumstances accept instructions to 
the contrary from any source inside or 
outside government. 
" I will again request that the Ohio 
Democratic party not be in contact 
with any state employe regarding any 
activity, local, state or federal, which 
might be misinterpreted as being 
political in nature.” 
Riehley has been upset ever since 
the U.S. General Accounting Office 
criticized his department last week for 
engaging in partisan politics, the 
source said.

DETROIT (AP) - Profits for the 
nation’s Big Three auto makers have 
dwindled to 3.6 per cent of sales under 
the impact of inflation, declining de­ 
mand for big cars, price controls and 
the energy crisis. 
The auto makers sold $18 billion 
worth of cars, trucks and other goods 
in the final quarter of 1973, with 
earnings of $648 million. The gross was 
up slightly from $17.6 billion in the last 
quarter of 1972, but profits then totaled 
$991 million. 
The fourth-quarter decline came at 
the end of a record-earnings year for 
General Motors and Ford and a growth 
year for Chrysler.

Despite its reliance on large cars, 
GM fared better than Ford in the final 
quarter, earning $517 million on sales 
of just over $9 billion. GM earned $667 
million on revenues of $8.8 billion 
during the last three months of 1972. 
GM earned $2.4 billion in 1973 on 
sales of $35.8 billion, up from $2.2 
billion on revenues of $30.4 billion. 
Chrysler, which has converted one 
assembly plant to the production of 
small cars, earned $74 million on 
quarterly sales of $3.4 billion, com­ 
pared with $84 million in profits on 
sales of $2.8 billion in the last quarter 
of 1972. 
Chrysler’s profits for the year were 
$255 million on sales of $11.8 billion. In 
1972, Chrysler made $220 million on 
revenues of $9.8 billion.

Richley, angered over use of his 
employes by the state Democratic 
party, has issued a ban on political 
activities in his department, an au­ 
thoritative source said today. 
The source, who did not want to be 
identified, said Richley has sent a 
letter to his top assistants in the 
central and district offices plus state 
party headquarters. 
The source quoted Richley as 
writing that “under no circumstances 
could state employes of the depart­ 
ment be involved directly or in­ 
directly, voluntarily or involuntarily 
on personal time or state time in any 
violation of the federal (Campaign 
Practices) act and that in the future no 
state employes would be involved in 
any political activity.” 
He said Richley’s letter ’said em­ 
ployes should not even be contacted 
about political activities “because of 
the uncertainty of the application and 
the meaning of the federal law.” 
The source said Richley concluded, 
“Please instruct your staff and em­ 
ployes of these conditions and under no 
circumstances accept instructions to 
the contrary from any source inside or 
outside government. 
“I will again request that the Ohio 
Democratic party not be in contact 
with any state employe regarding any 
activity, local, state or federal, which 
might be misinterpreted as being 
political in nature.” 
Richley has been upset ever since 
the U.S. General Accounting Office 
criticized his department last week for 
engaging in partisan politics, the 
source said.

Teachers 
Face Court 
In Strikes

Two school boards in Ohio have gone 
to court seeking orders in an effort to 
end strikes by public school teachers. 


The court orders were sought 
Wednesday by the Elyria school board 
in Ix)rain County and the Wellston 
school board in Jackson County. 
A ruling in the Elyria case is ex­ 
pected Friday. 
In Jackson County, Judge Thomas 
W. Mitchell issued a statement urging 
settlement of the strike by 106 teachers 
and saying if there is no settlement the 
matter should be investigated by the 
grand jury. 


Mitchell said the grand jury would 
investigate the school board as well as 
the strikers. 
Apparently referring to appointment 
of a former board member to a new 
post of business manager for the 
schools, Mitchell said the grand jury 
would probe “not only in the area of 
intimidation and threats, but actually 
to investigate possible violation of 
conspiracy or fraud laws in connection 
with the election...and creation of the 
expensive, unnecessary additional 
administrative office.” 


The strike has closed four schools, 
affecting about 2,000 pupils. Six school 
administrative staff members have 
honored the teachers’ picket lines.

HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - The 
Nix o n adminstratio n was to o insulated 
to realize the serio usness o f last week’s 
strike by independent truckers, say s 
Go v . Milto n J . Shapp. 


“ There’s a degree o f o bstructio nism 
at the White Ho use because I really 
do n’t think they ’re set up to find o ut 
what the pro blems are, to talk to the 
peo ple who are affected by the 
pro blems and, as a result, they fo rm 
their o wn o pinio ns in this iso lated 
atmo sphere,” Shapp said Tuesday . 


“ Fro m then o n it’s pretty hard to 
change their o pinio ns ev en tho ugh 
they ’re no t based upo n an accurate set 
o f facts,” 
said the Pennsy lv ania 
go v erno r, who was instrumental in 
getting nego tiatio ns o n the strike 
between federal representativ es and 
the truckers started. 


Shapp said the administratio n and 
Co ngress relied o n the American 
Trucking 
Asso ciatio n 
and 
the 
Teamsters unio n fo r info rmatio n prio r 
to the strike. 


“ Whatev er info rmatio n they had 
indicated to them this was so mething 
that wo uld nev er happen, o r if it did 
happen wo uld be quickly co ntro lled,” 
Shapp to ld newsmen. 


Meanwhile, repo rts indicated that 
truck traffic was back to 90 to 100 per 
cent o f no rmal. Natio nal Guard tro o ps 
called up during the strike were 
deactiv ated in Indiana, Illino is and 
Pennsy lv ania but remained o n duty in 
Kentucky and Michigan.

Shapp Rips 
Government 
On Truck Halt 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - The 
Nixon adminstration was too insulated 
to realize the seriousness of last week’s 
strike by independent truckers, says 
Gov. Milton J. Shapp. 


“ There’s a degree of obstructionism 
at the White House because I really 
don’t think they’re set up to find out 
what the problems are, to talk to the 
people who are affected by the 
problems and, as a result, they form 
their own opinions in this isolated 
atmosphere,” Shapp said Tuesday. 


“ From then on ifs pretty hard to 
change their opinions even though 
they’re not based upon an accurate set 
of facts,” said the Pennsylvania 
governor, who was instrumental in 
getting negotiations on the strike 
between federal representatives and 
the truckers started. 


Shapp said the administration and 
Congress relied on the American 
Trucking 
Association 
and 
the 
Teamsters union for information prior 
to the strike. 


“ Whatever information they had 
indicated to them this was something 
that would never happen, or if it did 
happen would be quickly controlled,” 
Shapp told newsmen. 


Meanwhile, reports indicated that 
truck traffic was back to 90 to IOO per 
cent of normal. National Guard troops 
called up during the strike were 
deactivated in Indiana, Illinois and 
Pennsylvania but remained on duty in 
Kentucky and Michigan. 


Spot shortages of some food products 
caused by the strike were expected to 
ease within several days and most of 
the 100,000 workers laid off because of 
the lack of truck transport were 
reported returning to their jobs.

British Mines 
Now Unsafe? 


LONDON (AP) — Fire and flood 
threaten a third of Britain’s 260 coal 
pits because of a lack of safety work 
since the miners went on strike last 
Sunday, the National Coal Board 
claims. 
Jeering pickets have discouraged 
the safety workers, who belong to 
another union, from entering the 
collieries. There has been no violence, 
however. 
“ The safety of the pits is hanging by 
too slender a thread, and the people 
who are doing the work are getting 
more and more exhausted,” the board 
said Tuesday night. 
Twenty-five coal faces were lost to 
production in the sevenweek miners’ 
strike in 1972. However, this had no 
effect on the total output because the 
problem in the industry is a shortage of 
miners, not a shortage of coal. 
The m iners’ 27-man executive 
committee rejected on Tuesday a 
temporary wage supplement offered 
by a group of businessmen in an effort 
to get the coal diggers back to work. 
“ We believe it does not solve any 
problems to accept an offer like this,” 
union President Joe Gormley said. 
“We want to be in a position to 
negotiate an honorable settlement with 
our employers and not with outside 
bodies.” 
The businessmen offered to pay each 
of the 280,000 miners an extra $4.40 a 
week in addition to the raises of $5 to 
$22 a week the Coal Board can pay 
without violating Prime Minister 
Edward Heath’s anti-inflation ceiling. 
The subsidies would have continued 
until an expected decision by a special 
“ relativities” pay board to exempt the 
miners from the ceiling.

Milk Producers Want Bigger Boost 


WASHINGTON (A P) - Under law, 
dairy farm ers will be due for a boost of 
about 89 cents per IOO pounds for 
manufacturing grade milk covered by 
federal price su p p o rts, 
but 
the 
National Milk Producers Federation 
wants an increase of at least $1.69 for 
the year beginning April I. 
Congress, in writing the Agricultural 
and Consumer protection Act last 
year, specified that milk price sup­ 
ports must be a minimum of 80 per 
cent of capacity by M arch 1975. 
The action, which went into ettect 
Aug. IO last year, had the effect of 
raising the minimum support to $5.61 
per hundredweight from $5.29 an­ 
nounced the previous spring for the 
1973-74 marketing year. 
A griculture D epartm en t officials 
think 
the 
full 
p arity 
price 
of 
manufacturing milk on April I will be 
about $8.12 per hundredweight. The 
parity price is constructed under a 
form ula 
to 
reflect 
changes 
in 
production expenses, primarily. 
Thus, since those costs have risen 
steadily, the parity price has risen 
accordingly. When the initial support 
was set nearly a year ago for 1973-74 


the parity price was $7.05 per hun­ 
dredweight. 
Under the Agricultural and Con­ 
sum er Protection Act, the required 80 
per cent support of thp anticipated 
parity beginning April I would be 
roughly $7.50 per IOO pounds for the 
1974-75 season. 
Patrick B. Healy, secretary of the 
federation, has filed a petition with 
USDA 
asking 
that 
the 
1974-75 
minimum be raised to 90 per cent of 
the expected parity price. That would 
put the support at about $7.30 per 
hundredweight. 
The petition, dated Feb. 19 but 
released 
to 
newsmen 
Wednesday, 
called attention to a sharp decline in 
milk production last year, attributable 
in part to rising costs. Many dairy 
farm ers, Healy said, have quit en­ 
tirely. 


“ In 
sum m ary,” 
he 
said, 
“ milk 
production is not keeping pace with the 
requirements of the 
market. 
The 
downward trend in milk production 
which began in November 1972 must be 
reversed.” 
Healy said a necessary step is to 
raise the support for manufacturing 
grade milk to the 90 per cent level. 
Further, he said, the support level 
should be adjusted periodically during 
the marketing year to maintain the full 
90 per cent rate.

that the agency may have more 
trouble enforcing a new rule that bars 
gasoline stations from selling only to 
regular custom ers. •

vigorously,” Ixieb said. “The practice 
would have become quite widespread 
if the Federal Energy Office had not 
acted.” 
IiOeb said that one of the most 
common violations is tie-in sales, in 
which a gasoline station forces a 
consumer to have his car washed or 
buy some product in addition to 
gasoline. 
For those in violation, the IRS is 
insisting on price reduction rather 
than gimmicks in which stations give 
away free gasoline until the amount to 
be refunded is made up. 
Ixieb said that a number of stations 
across the country are insisting on 
minimum sales to customers, for in­ 
stance, $3. 
This practice is legal, he said, but if 
a motorist drives in merely to top off 
his tank and doesn’t come up to the 
minimum, the gasoline dealer can’t 
charge him the minimum.

Sales O f Grain 
To Arabs Spiral 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sales of U.S. 
wheat and other grain to the Mideast, 
mostly to oilrich Arab countries, may 
more than double this fiscal year, says 
an Agriculture Department analyst. 
John B. Parker of the departm ent’s 
Econom ic R esearch Service said 
tensions from the Mideast war last 
October and the Arab oil embargo 
have had no visible effect on ship­ 
ments. He said exports may total a 
record $800 million this year. 
Further, he said in an interview, 
soaring prices of U.S. grain have not 
deterred purchases by such countries 
as Egypt, Iraq, Saudi Arabia and Iran. 
The new export estimate by Parker 
is up sharply from the $600 million 
predicted last fall for the year ending 
June 30. In 1972-73, sales to the region 
totaled $413 million. Part of the in­ 
crease is due to higher prices, but 
quantities also are up. 
“The whole area is extremely ac­ 
tiv e ,” 
P a rk er said.

to $600 million, that didn’t take into

account rising prices and further 
orders at those prices.” 
Parker said poor harvest in some 
countries the past year or two have 
helped boost import needs, but he also 
believes the region is so rich that it 
could be developed into an important 
steady m arket for U.S. food products. 
Export figures compiled by USDA 
show that in the first half of the fiscal 
year which began last July I wheat 
shipments from dwindling U.S. re­ 
serves have jumped phenomenally. 
Egypt, for example, received 4.9 
million bushels worth $17.4 million 
during July-December, compared with 
none in the last half of 1972. 
Iraq was the largest purchaser, also 
rising from none a year earlier, to 7.2 
million bushels at a value of $23.5 mil­ 
lion during the six months. lebanon, 
Jordan and Saudi Arabia also were up 
significantly. 
Those are all cash transactions 
made with private companies which 
drew on U.S. wheat supplies. No U.S. 
credit currently is being extended to 
Arab countries for farm commodities. 
Israel, on the other hand, still is 
qualified for some Food for Peace 
assistance. D uring July-December 
nearly one-half of the 7.0 million 
bushels of wheat sold to Israel, a value 
of $25.6 million, was under the aid 
program.
